The  Committee  are  pleased  to  submit  their  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1963-64. 


RESIDENTS  AND  PUPILS 

The  Institute  now  accommodates  19  men  and  53  women  residents 
There  is  one  female  trainee. 

At  St.  Vincent's  School  there  are  121  children.  34  blind  boys  and 
21  girls  ;  37  partially  sighted  boys  and  29  girls. 


GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  PUPILS  Part  III 

The  Grammar  School  Scheme  is  now  in  its  third  year  and  in 
this  instalment  we  are  reporting  how  it  is  working  out  in  detail. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  its  essence  is  that  the  blind  child  resides 
in  a  school  for  the  blind  but  for  secondary  education  attends  a 
grammar  school  for  sighted  children. 

Our  first  pupil  sat  for  his  first  public  examinations  this  year, 
and  was  successful  in  the  two  subjects  for  which  he  entered.  He 
hopes  to  take  five  G.C.E.  subjects  at  “  O  ”  level  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year,  and  to  remain  at  school  to  study  for  some  “  A  ”  level 
subjects.  The  next  pupil,  a  girl,  finished  her  first  year  top  of  her 
class.  Her  family  have  since  moved  to  South  America  where  she 
is  still  top  of  the  class  in  the  normal  school  which  she  attends  with 
her  sighted  sisters.  This  easy  and  full  integration  would  hardly 
have  been  possible  without  her  year’s  experience  at  Broughton  Hall 
High  School.  Three  more  children — two  boys  and  a  girl  started 
in  September,  1963,  and  have  settled  down  well,  entering  fully  into 
the  social,  as  well  as  the  academic,  life  of  the  school.  The  boys 
were  first  and  second  respectively  in  class  in  the  first  terminal 
examinations,  and  one  was  elected  class  prefect. 

In  this  scheme  the  children  receive  their  Primary  education  in 
a  school  for  the  blind,  where,  in  addition  to  the  usual  skills,  they 
learn  to  type  and  gain  experience  in  presenting  their  work  in  this 
form.  Perkins’  braillers  are  now  in  general  use  at  St.  Vincent’s  and 
are  a  great  asset,  particularly  in  Mathematics.  As  both  Grammar 
Schools  are  very  close  to  St.  Vincent’s  there  is  no  problem  of  travelling. 
The  boys,  who  have  some  vision,  usually  go  off  to  school  together, 
and  a  school  friend,  who  lives  near,  calls  for  the  girl.  In  the  class¬ 
room  the  children  follow  the  normal  classroom  routine,  using  a 
braille  copy  of  all  text-books,  taking  notes  on  their  Perkins’  brailler. 
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and  doing  any  work  which  the  teacher  requires  to  see  on  a  type¬ 
writer.  Each  has  been  provided  with  a  large  flat-topped  desk  and 
adequate  storage  space  for  braille  books  which  is  easily  accessible. 
In  spite  of  the  cumbersome  books  and  apparatus  the  arrangements 
appear  to  be  adequate,  and,  as  stated  above,  the  children  have 
proved  well  able  to  hold  their  own  with  their  sighted  class-mates. 
Geography  is  omitted  as  a  subject  because  of  the  difficulty  of  inter¬ 
preting  and  reproducing  maps.  Art  and  Games  are  not  taken  either, 
but  all  take  Physical  Education  lessons  with  their  classes,  and  give 
the  extra  time  available  to  Music.  Workshop  practice  for  the  boys 
and  Cookery  for  the  girls  are  not  attempted  by  the  pupils,  as  the 
sighted  classes  are  too  large  for  any  teacher  to  be  able  to  give 
adequate  supervision.  These  subjects  can  be  studied  as  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  in  the  school  for  the  blind  where  all  special 
facilities  are  available  :  thus  the  two  schools  complement  each  other.

So  far  the  children  have  been  able  to  join  in  extra-curricular 
activities  in  the  sighted  schools.  Two  have  joined  their  school 
choirs  which  practice  after  school  ;  both  boys  ate  members  of  a 
Junior  Science  Club,  while  one  is  also  in  the  junior  "  cross-country  ” 
running  team— for  home  fixtures.  This  is  a  great  help  in  their 
development  and  helps  the  other  pupils  to  accept  the  blind  child  as 
one  of  themselves. 

The  children  return  to  the  residential  school  for  the  blind  in  the 
evening,  where  they  have  an  allotted  place  and  equipment  to  do  their 
homework.  The  Education  Counsellor  supervises  this  work,  giving 
guidance  on  the  presentation  of  work,  but  not— and  this  must  be 
emphasised — not  teaching  the  pupils.  The  Counsellor  must  be 
ready  to  transcribe  any  incidental  material  into  braille,  interpret 
visual  material,  act  as  “  reader  ”  for  any  matter  not  in  braille,  give 
instruction  in  the  use  of  special  apparatus  at  the  appropriate  time, 
and  be  the  liaison  with  the  sighted  schools.  The  Counsellor  keeps 
in  contact  with  the  teachers  in  the  sighted  schools  and  is  always 
available  to  advise  in  any  difficulty.  After  the  early  stages  of 
integration  are  passed  the  pupils  are  encouraged  to  be  as  independent 
of  their  Counsellor  as  possible.  Thus  the  oldest  boy  is  now  a  member 
of  the  Students’  Library  on  his  own  account  and  writes  for  the 
books  he  requires.  The  girl  in  her  second  term  presents  few  problems 
as  a  result  of  the  experience  gained  by  the  Grammar  School  staff 
and  their  ability  to  forestall  her  needs. 

Most  of  the  teachers  in  the  Grammar  Schools  were  at  first 
apprehensive  about  having  a  blind  child  in  their  class,  and  some 
were  inclined  to  be  over-anxious,  holding  up  the  class  while  they 
explained  every  letter  on  the  blackboard  to  the  blind  child.  They 
had  to  be  persuaded  that  this  is  unnecessary,  and  soon  came  to 
realise  that  their  blind  pupil  has  a  very  retentive  memory.  After  a 
short  time  most  teachers  find  no  difficulty  in  accepting  the  blind 
child  as  a  member  of  the  class,  while  teachers  of  Maths  and  Science 
are  enjoying  the  challenge  and  making  suggestions  of  their  own  for 
overcoming  the  difficulties  inherent  in  teaching  these  subjects  to 
blind  children. 

The  results  to  date  seem  to  show  that  the  scheme  is  effective 
and  worthwhile.  The  most  important  points  which  have  emerged  so 
far  as  essential  are  :  firstly,  careful  selection  of  suitable  children  ; 
secondly,  adequate  preparation  of  those  selected  ;  thirdly,  a 
reliable  team  of  skilled  braillists  to  transcribe  the  required  text-books 
(many  drawn  from  the  wonderful  body  of  transcribers  serving  in 
Walton  Prison),  and  fourthly,  the  services  of  an  Educational 
Counsellor,  who  must  understand  and  have  experience  of  the  special 
needs  of  blind  children. 


The  Grammar  School  Scheme  and  Walton  Prison 

Readers  of  previous  reports  will  remember  the  enormous  contri¬ 
bution  made  to  the  success  of  the  scheme  by  the  men  in  Walton 
prison  who  have  undertaken  so  much  of  the  heavy  task  of  trans¬ 
cribing  into  braille  the  weight  of  text  books  needed  by  four  children 
attending  grammar  school.  However  the  following  extract  from  the 
prison  magazine  shows  that  the  benefits  of  this  are  by  no  means  one 
way. 

“  What  do  you  get  out  of  it  ?  ” 

So  much  has  been  said  of  the  help  of  the  transcriber  that  perhaps 
the  most  important  effect  of  all  is  fogged  over.  It  is  without  any 
doubt  true,  that  any  help  that  we  might  give  to  the  children  is 
infinitesimal  compared  with  the  help  that  we  get.  It  is  hard  to 
describe  the  pleasure,  and  peace  of  mind  that  braille  gives.  The 
feeling  of  being  some  use,  the  realisation  that  you  ARE  able  to  put 
stupidity  to  rout  and  do  a  worthwhile  job.  We  realise  that  someone, 
somewhere  is  happy  to  have  our  help. 

In  this  place  we  tend  to  become  introverted,  probably  due  to 
loneliness.  Very  minor  irritations  which  outside  would  be  a  huge 
joke,  are  brooded  over  until  they  swell  into  a  festering  sore  of 
bitterness  and  even  hate.  Perhaps  a  cleric  would  say  that,  and  I  am 
sure  they  are  absolutely  right,  love,  which  is  so  important,  is  missing. 
To  many  of  us,  who  have  possibly  become  embittered,  sour  and  even 
on  the  verge  of  pathological  inadequacy,  Braille  has  been  a  boon. 
May  be  it  is  a  warped  kind  of  self-satisfaction  if  not  smugness,  I  hope 
not,  but  braille  has  filled  for  us  a  void  which  has  only  craved  to  be 
assuaged. 

There  may  be  many  Morris  Reports,  there  may  be  many  high 
flown  theories  both  psychological  and  pathological,  the  problem  of 
these  places  will  be  debated  far  and  wide,  but  we  at  Walton  know 
that  for  us  BRAILLE  and  the  like  is  the  answer. 

To  all  the  wonderful  children,  whose  blindness  has  been  the 
cause  by  which  some  of  us,  equally  blind,  have  had  our  sight  restored, 
to  the  Sisters,  whose  radiant  kindness  is  a  joy  to  all  of  us,  we  say, 
very  sincerely  THANK  YOU.”

CATHOLIC  BLIND  INSTITUTE 

The  Institute  suffered  two  great  losses  this  year  in  the  deaths  of 
Sister  Bernard  and  Sister  Lucy  r.i.p.,  both  of  whom  had  worked  for 
many  years  for  the  Blind.  Sister  Lucy  first  came  to  the  Institute  in 
1908  and  Sister  Bernard  in  1929. 

Miss  Lena  Charter,  who  died  in  December  had  spent  72  years  at 
the  Institute  and  was  loved  by  all  for  her  unfailing  kindness  and  good 
humour.  Although  totally  blind  she  had  taught  many  generations  of 
Blind  and  even  up  to  her  last  illness  was  ever  ready  to  pick  up  dropped 
stiches  or  help  to  “  turn  a  heel  ”  for  the  not  so  proficient. 

The  very  poor  weather  last  Summer  prevented  the  Residents 
from  getting  full  value  from  the  Summer  house  in  the  grounds  of 
St.  Vincent’s  School,  but  on  the  whole  all  had  a  very  happy  year  with 
several  entertainments,  the  high  lights  being  of  course  the  Parish 
pantomime  “  Cinderella  ”  presented  by  the  Youth  Club  from  S.F.X. 
A  visit  to  the  Crane  Theatre  for  “  The  Gondoliers  ”  at  the  invitation 
of  Martins  Bank  was  very  much  enjoyed,  also  a  few  very  enjoyable 
Concerts  by  our  good  friend,  Mr.  Brown,  and  his  wonderful  Concert 
Party. 

On  Easter  Monday,  one  of  our  Resident  workers,  Margaret 
Thompson,  was  married  to  Sydney  Wilson,  who  teaches  piano  at  the 
School.  Both  are  totally  blind  and  are  now  living  in  Childwall. 
where  they  have  bought  their  own  house.  We  wish  them  every 
happiness.

Visit  by  the  Archbishop  of  Liverpool 

In  September,  much  to  the  sorrow  of  the  children.  Archbishop 
Heenan  paid  his  farewell  visit,  being  the  last  of  very  many.  His 
encouragement  and  most  active  interest  in  the  School,  evidenced  by 
his  many  visits  to  it,  was  a  source  of  great  inspiration  to  all  connected 
with  it.  In  fact,  he  it  was  who  was  initially  responsible  for  setting 
the  Committee  and  teaching  staff  on  the  road  to  the  Grammar  School 
Scheme. 

In  early  June,  however,  we  were  able  to  welcome  Archbishop 
Beck  on  his  first  of  what  we  hope  will  be  also  many  visits.  He 
visited  every  class  and  found  what  he  saw  of  great  interest,  which  was 
the  more  so  to  him  in  view  of  his  detailed  knowledge  and  experience 
of  educational  problems.

Visit  to  London 

Four  senior  girls  made  a  week’s  educational  visit  to  London  in 
March.  They  themselves  had  carefully  prepared  their  programme 
beforehand,  studied  the  history  of  the  places  they  were  to  visit,  and 
made  out  their  budget,  so  that  they  could  derive  the  greatest  possible 
benefit  from  such  a  wonderful  opportunity.  The  following  is  their 
account  of  the  visit  : — 

“  Our  first  appointment  was  with  Mr.  Woollam,  M.P.  for  West 
Derby,  who  had  kindly  agreed  to  show  the  small  party  around  the 
Houses  of  Parliament.  He  showed  us  through  both  Houses  from 
the  Grand  Staircase  to  Westminster  Hall— explaining  Parliamentary 
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procedure  as  we  went  along  ;  terms  which  we  had  heard  so  often 
came  to  life  as  we  saw  the  Speaker’s  Chair  and  went  into  the  “  Aye  ” 
Lobby.  After  this  interesting  visit  there  was  time  for  a  walk  along 
Whitehall  to  see  Downing  Street  and  the  mounted  Horse  Guards, 
and  then  back  along  the  Embankment  to  Westminster  Bridge. 
After  lunch  we  set  off  by  Underground  train  to  St.  Paul’s.  The 
monuments  in  the  Crypt  claimed  most  of  our  attention,  and  we  were 
pleased  to  be  able  to  identify  those  of  Christopher  Wren,  Nelson  and 
Wellington. 

We  had  planned  to  visit  Trafalgar  Square  the  following  day  and 
then  walk  down  The  Mall  to  Buckingham  Palace,  so  it  was  with 
great  excitement  that  we  heard  of  the  birth  of  the  little  Prince. 
Wednesday  was  a  beautiful,  sunny  morning  and  we  had  great  fun 
feeding  the  pigeons  and  watching  the  fountains  spring  up.  When 
we  reached  the  Palace  the  crowds  were  gathering,  and  the  second 
bulletin  had  just  been  put  up.  We  saw  H.M.  Queen  Elizabeth,  the 
Queen  Mother  arrive,  and  heard  a  special  band  playing  in  the 
forecourt.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  the  Tower  of  London,  and 
as  wc  had  applied  for  the  necessary  permit,  we  had  the  privilege  of 
visiting  the  Bell  Tower  where  SS.  John  Fisher  and  Thomas  More 
were  imprisoned.  In  the  evening  we  went  to  the  theatre  to  see  “  The 
Sound  of  Music”— the  story  of  the  Trapp  Family  Singers — which 
we  enjoyed  very  much. 

We  visited  Westminster  Abbey  the  following  morning  and  spent 
the  afternoon  shopping  in  Oxford  Street.  Another  day  we  attended 
Mass  in  Westminster  Cathedral,  and  had  time  to  look  around  this  very 
beautiful  Church,  before  returning  to  the  Hostel  to  prepare  for  our 
journey  home. 

This  was  a  wonderful  week  in  every  way,  and  a  great  educational 
experience.”

THE  YOUTH  CLUB 

A  large  pi oblem  in  residential  special  schools  is  organisation 
and  supervision  of  leisure-time  activities,  and  though  teachers  have 
always  been  generous  in  devoting  an  evening  weekly  to  this  end  it 
had  been  felt  tor  some  time  that  for  senior  children  something  more 
in  line  witn  teenage  activities  was  called  for.  So  after  much  discussion 
as  to  methods  of  work  and  variety  of  activities,  the  St.  Vincent’s 
Youth  Club  came  into  being. 

Membership,  open  to  the  over-thirteens,  the  youth  club  was  the 
main  topic  of  conversation  for  weeks  before  its  opening.  The 
activities,  chosen  by  ihe  children  from  a  wide  variety  offered  by  the 
teachers  concerned,  covered  keep-fit  classes,  first-aid,  woodwork, 
morse-code,  drama,  cookery,  music,  art  and  craft,  camera  club,  and 
a  weekly  Social.  A  Club  Committee  was  formed  from  among  the 
members  and  meets,  under  adult  supervision,  to  discuss  matters 
lelevant  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  Club.  Responsibility  was 
given  gradually  to  the  children  and  they  now  order  minerals,  biscuits 
and  crisps,  sign  receipts  for  goods  and  cheques  from  the  Youth  Club 
Bank  Account.  They  are  almost  completely  responsible  for  the 
running  of  the  Canteen  which  opens  each  evening  at  8.40  p.m., 
where  they  are  provided  with  a  cup  of  tea  and  biscuits  free  and  may 
buy  minerals,  crisps,  etc.  at  little  more  than  cost  price.  All  profits 
from  sales  are  put  back  into  Club  Funds  and  this  money,  plus 
members  subscriptions  and  donations  from  Sister  Superior,  helps 
towards  the  cost  of  materials  for  the  various  club  activities,  and  to 
finance  “  big  ”  Socials  which  are  held  on  special  occasions  and  of 
which  the  refreshments  are  a  highlight.  Club  activities  are  brought 
to  a  close  at  9  p.m.  nightly  by  short  prayers,  led  usually  by  a  Comm¬ 
ittee  member. 

The  great  benefit  to  the  senior  children,  which  was  immediately 
apparent  at  the  Club’s  inception,  has  continued  to  be  obvious  and 
enthusiasm  has  been  sustained  throughout  the  year.  Already  we 
have  been  guests  of  S.F.X.  Youth  Club  and  for  the  future  we  hope 
to  exchange  visits  with  other  Youth  Clubs  and,  where  possible, 
compete  with  them  in  suitable  activities. 


Library 

The  Library  is  now  in  full  use  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
pupils.  There  are  over  1,800  books,  on  all  subjects,  for  the  partially- 
sighted  and  nearly  400  titles  in  the  Braille  Section.  Newspapers  and 
Magazines,  both  in  print  and  in  Braille,  are  available  and  the 
children  now  spend  a  fair  amount  of  their  free  time  in  the  library. 
In  addition  every  class,  above  the  infants,  has  one  library  period  a

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


I.  — This  Institution  is  under  the  protection  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  St.  Joseph, 
and  is  called  the  “CATHOLIC  BLIND  INSTITUTE  AND  SCHOOL,”  its  objects 
being  to  alTord  to  the  Catholic  Blind  an  elementary  education  and  instruction  in  those 
branches  of  industry  which  shall  be  found  suitable  to  each  inmate’s  capacity,  and  to  bring 
them  up  in  the  principles  of  their  religion. 

The  income  and  property  of  the  Institute  whencesoever  derived  shall  be  applied 
solely  towards  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  Institute  according  to  the  Constitution, 
and  no  portion  thereof  shall  be  paid  or  transferred  directly  or  indirectly  by  way  of  dividend, 
bonus  or  otherwise  howsoever  by  way  of  profit  to  members  of  the  Institute  or  any  one  of 
them.  Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  payment  in  good  faith  of  reasonable 
remuneration  to  any  member  of  the  Institute  in  return  for  services  actually  rendered  to  the 
Institute. 

II.  — The  property  of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees,  and  the  formation  of 
the  Rules  and  the  Government  of  the  Institution  shall  be  confined  to  a  Committee,  consisting 
of  a  President,  Chairman,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  not  more  than  twelve  or  less  than  six 
others,  two  at  least  of  whom  shall  be  clergy,  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Subscribers. 

III.  — All  Subscribers  of  10s.  and  upwards  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

IV.  — A  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  once  a  year  to  consider  the  Report  and 
Accounts  of  the  previous  year,  and  to  appoint  the  Officers,  but  the  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  fill  up  all  casual  vacancies. 

V.  — The  Committee  shall  hold  Monthly  Meetings  to  transact  the  ordinary  business  of 
the  Institution,  and  the  Chairman  shall  be  empowered  to  call  Special  Meetings  as  often  as 
he  may  deem  it  necessary. 

VI.  — All  applications  for  admission  shall  be  laid  before  the  Committee,  who  shall  admit 
or  reject  such  applicants  at  their  discretion. 

VII.  — Applicants  must  produce  a  testimonial  of  good  moral  character,  as  also  a  certi¬ 
ficate  of  health,  signed  by  a  medical  gentleman,  and  a  certificate  of  baptism. 

VIII.  — Every  applicant  must  have  a  sufficient  guarantee  or  the  payment  of  the  pension 
required,  and  must  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  stock  of  clothing  according  to  the 
Regulations  of  the  Committee,  unless  the  Committee  shall  make  a  special  exemption  in 
any  particular  case,  either  as  to  pension  or  clothes. 

N.B. — Applicants  subject  to  fits  are  not  admissible. 

IX.  — When  an  inmate  is  about  to  leave  the  Institute  or  School,  the  said  inmate  shall  be 
removed  by  his  or  her  friends,  at  their  expense,  on  receiving  notice  from  the  Secretary. 

X.  — The  inmates  shall  be  required,  under  penalty  of  dismissal  by  the  Committee,  to 
obey  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Institution.
